Today’s Editorial 


OLD DEBBIL SMUDGE 


It isn't easy to get excited about shoveling snow in the 
middle of July. 

It's just as difficult to raise interest in old debil smudge 
when the temperature is in the 80’s. But it might be a good 
idea if West End citrus growers and home owners bend an 
ear westward to Los Angeles county next week when hearings 
open on the control of smudging in that county. 

We might learn a thing or two. But whether they will 
ever be put in practice looks pretty dim. Especially with a 
board of supervisors which seems intent on letting smoky 
smudge pots lie in San Bernardino county. 

They can’t say they haven't been prodded. Goodness 
knows they have received enough petitions and resolutions 
to furnish fuel for the pots for a full winter. But the petitions 
and resolutions have a way of finding themselves filed for 
future inaction. 

And they can’t say they don’t have the tools to work with. 
A new state law gives the county authority to control smudg- 
ing through the organization of a smog control district. But 
suggestions for the information of such a district have been 
met with smug complacency from the supervisors. 

Well, Los Angeles county is taking the bull by the horns. 
And if the whisperings from Whittier are any indication of 

ings to come, ‘the officials are going to have their hands 
full. 

Citrus growers in the Whittier district don’t seem to care 
too much for regulation of any type. They seem intent only 
on saving their citrus crops (and they have every right to do 
this) at the expense of the home owner who must clean up 
the yearly mess (and they have every right not to want to 
do this.) 

Whittier citrus growers are threatening to give up if the 
county insists on regulating orchard heaters to cut down 





smudge. 
They say they would rather sell to subdividers than be 


forced to make any changes in equipment this year. 
Sounds high handed and a bit short-sighted. But those 
are their sentiments.

Council in 
Tiff Over 
Fund Swap 


Ontario’s city council didn’t 
do exactly as it planned at its 
special meeting last night. 

It did, however, get a lot of 
minor business accomplished. 
The meeting was called for the 
discussion and probable action 
on the new building at the air- 
port for weather and communica- 
tions facilities, but action could 
not be taken because the report 
was not complete. 

Councilman Oregon Smith clash- 
ed sharply with City Manager 
Harold Martin and Acting Mayor 
Joe Aime over which fund the 
money was to come from to pay 
for the relief sewer south of the 
General Electric plant. 

Martin recommended that the

low about this time” and wanted 
to wait until taxes are in to re- 
pay the fund. 

DISLIKES INFERENCE 

Smith said he had seen too much 
money go into the general fund 
in the past instead of bein used 
for the project for which it was 
intended.
